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Report of The County Assessor. 
SECTION 89a (1) THE ASSESSMENT ACT). 


At the May 8rd session of the Council of the County of 
Norfolk your County Assessor suggested an alternative basis 
for the preparation of his report for the year 1948 pursuant 
to section 89a (1) of the Assessment Act. 

The suggested basis which has been used in preparing the 
report is as follows: - 

“The County equalization figures for 1947, which 

are substantially the same as set by the late Judge A. 

T. Boles in 1936, have been taken as the starting 

figures for each Municipality. Business assessment 

for the year 1946 has been deducted to obtain that 
portion of the County Equalization figures represent- 
ing the value of land and buildings in each municipality. 

Tio these values have been added the increase in land 

and building assessment for the years 1946 and 1947. 

These figures of taxable real property assessment are 

suggested. by the County Assessor as the basis for 

County Equalization of real property pursuant to section 

90 of The Assessment Act. For County Levy purposes 

business assessment for the year 1947 requires to be 

added pursuant to section 93 of The Assessment pelo aye 


For example, the figure for County levy purposes suggest-

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Similar computations have been made for the other twelve 
Municipalities in Norfolk County. The computations for the 
Village of Delhi have been more involved due to the large 
exemption for fixed assessment in 1945 which was not exempt 
in the 1947 Assessment Rolls. This exemption consisted of 
Building Assessment, $287,265.00, and Business Assessment, 
$172,355.00—or a total of $459,620.00. 


The suggested total for County levy purposes is $32,420,493.00 
or an increase of $2,093,193.00 over the 1947 total of $30,327,- 
300.00. 


The total net Taxable Assessment as taken from the 1947 
Assessment Rolls is $29,320,480.00, which is $3,100,643.00. lower 
than the suggested assessment for County levy. 


For the year 1948 three Municipalities in Norfolk County 
have completed appraisals under County Assessment schedules 
and have incorporated them in their 1948 Assessment Rolls. The 
increase in assessment due to assessing at 100% of appraisal 
value indicates that the suggested assessment for County levy 
purposes, although some 3 million dollars over 1947 roll totals 
would require to be further increased in 1949. 


Where a County Assessor has been appointed under section 
89a (1) of The Assessment Act the report of the County 
Assessor shall form the basis of Equalization under section 90. 


Section 90 reads as follows:- 


“(1). The Council of every County shall, yearly 
and not later than the 1st day of July, examine the 
Assessment Rolls of the different Townships, Towns 
and Villages in the County, for the preceding year, for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether the valuations of 
real property made by the assessors in each township, 
town or village bear a just relation one to another, and 
may, by by-law for the purpose of County rates, in- 
crease or decrease in any township, town or village, 
the aggregate valuations, adding or deducting so much 
per centum as may, in their opinion, be necessary to 
produce a just relation between them; but they shall 
not reduce the aggregate valuation for the whole 
County as made by the assessors. 
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“(2) Within ten days after the Equalization By-Law 
has been passed by the County Council, the County 
Clerk shall transmit to the Reeve and Clerk of each 
Municipality a copy thereof.” 


The Assessment Rolls of the various Municipalities are in 
the Council Chamber and iit is suggested that several assess- 
ments be examined in each Roll in order that general compar- 
isons of Assessment may be considered. 


The determination of g common denominator of value for 
all Municipalities requires the completion of more appraisals 
under County Assessment schedules than have been made to 
date. The increase in assessment noted by substracting 1945 
assessment totals from 1947 assessment totals could be con- 
sidered normal increase in assessment with reference to the 
basis of assessment being used in each municipality but would 
not be related to a common basis of assessment. 


In presenting this Report it is recognized that appraisals 
in some Municipalities indicate that the percentage suggested . 
for 1948 should be further adjusted, while in other municipal- 
ities the work is not sufficiently advanced to arrive at definite 
conclusions of relative value. 


The Report does incorporate in County Equalization for 
1948 the following: 

1.—The common denominator of value with respect to each 
Municipality established by the Equalization of 1936 
and later adjustment of 1939. 

2.—The normal increases in assessment of real property 
for 1946 and 1947, including that portion of real pro- 
perty assessment with respect to an industrial plant 
in the Village of Delhi which is no longer exempt. 


3.—The Business Assessment for the year 1947.
